Judgement Under Advisal 


ESA Injunction

MONTREAL — The petition of 
eight plaintiffs of the Sir 
George Evening Students’ As- 
sociation seeking an interlocu- 
tory injunction to halt trustee- 
ship was heard in a session of 
the Quebec Superior Court on 
Monday, March 25th, Mr. Just- 
ice Kenneth C. MacKay presi- 
ding. He had also acted in the 
capacity of judge during certain 
hearings following the Compu- 
ter Riots at Sir George in 1969. 
The eight plaintiff-petitioners 
were part of the eleven member 
ESA 1973-74 Executive Coun- 
cil, and they included President 
William O'Mahony, V.P. Inter- 
nal John Mulvaney, V.P. Exter- 
nal George Proussaefs, Execu- 
tive Secretary Patricia King, 
Partial Representative Soren 
Lupu, Science Representative 
llona Kwiatowski, Commerce 
Representative J.P. Olinick and 
Engineering Representative Da- 
vid Giggey. Mr. Giggey ex- 
plained later that his name 
appeared on the injunction for 
technical reasons though he 
did not participate in court 
proceedings last week. Can- 









dace Bowen, former Arts Rep- 
resentative, who did not sign 
the petition but took the stand 
as a sympathizer, was also in 
attendance at court. Lawyers 
Saul and Irving Handelman rep- 
resented the ESA petitioners. 

The respondent to the plain- 
tiffs petition was trustee and 
Director of the Sir George Com- 
puter Centre, John L. Porter. 
The respondent and the admin- 
istration were represented by 
university lawyer Harvey Yarof- 
sky. Mr. Alexander Paterson, a 
specialist in constitutional law, 
was Called in as a consultant to 
plead the case. 

The ESA injunction proceed- 
ings involved two stages. A 
preliminary injunction was first 
served on March 7th and, fol- 
lowing a judgement by Mme. 
Justice Colos, the ESA were 
allowed to hold their elections 
Supervised by trustee John L. 
Porter. The interlocutory in- 
junction held last Monday, was 
to decide whether or not a 
permanent injunction would be 
granted to halt trusteeship. 

The defense of the universi- 
ty’s trusteeship action, in- 
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Last Thursday morning, Concordia’s Rector Dr. John O’Brien 
received a book entitled “Canada” presented on behalf of the 
Loyola Evening Students’ Association by LESA President 
Bob Gervais. Included in the presentation was a letter 
describing the gift as, “the first contribution to the new 
Concordia library which we hope will be approved soon.” 
The book, which was commissioned by the Commonwealth 
Conference symbolises the two cultures and languages 
which Canada is heritage to. Dr. O’Brien expressed his 
appreciation to Bob Gervais and the LESA for the kind 
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Sir George administrators and legal advisors speak prior to 
the court hearing last Monday, in which the ESA petition 
against the university’s trusteeship was heard. 


volved refuting claims in the 
ESA plaintiff's petition, and 
declarations in the affidavits of 
O’Mahony and King. They de- 
clared that the Executive Steer- 
ing Committee of the Board of 
Governors was improperly 
called, and that they had acted 
on hearsay and allegations. The 
issue of whether or not a 
member of the Executive Com- 
mittee was allowed to vote was 
also discussed. 

The university’s legal coun- 
sel Alex Paterson, attempted to 
have the injunction immediate- 
ly declared invalid due to the 
assertion that the ESA peti- 
tioners did not have sufficient 
legal interest in the proceed- 
ings. Factors such as: the 
Association owns. no property, 
the ESA Constitution does not 
grant council members power 
authorizing such proceedings, 
and that the petitioners had no 
mandate from the Evening Stu- 
dents, were reviewed as evi- 
dence by Paterson in his argu- 
ment. Legal counsel for the 
ESA plaintiffs answered this 
charge saying that they were 
individuals acting in their own 
capacities and as such required 
no mandate. 

The first witness to take the 
stand, was ESA President 
O’Mahoney, who described the 
proceedings leading to the sus- 
pension of the ESA Constitu- 


tion and trusteeship and its 
effect on the Association itself. 
He said that he was first in- 
formed of the possibility of 
trusteeship on March ist in a 
meeting with Rector Dr. John 
O’Brien, who told him that an 
attempt had been made by an 
ESA election candidate to fix 
election results by bribing an 
employee in the Sir George 
Computer Centre. He also said, 
he was directed not to inform 
other members of the ESA 
Council of the possibility of 
trusteeship. O'Mahony was in- 
vited to the Executive Steering 
Committee of the Board meet- 
ing on March 4th where the 
resolution for trusteeship was 
passed in a 4-3 with one ab- 
stention vote. Prior to the vote 
a discussion was held where 
the attempt to bribe a Compu- 
ter Centre Official was dis- 
closed. The question of whe- 
ther the Director in Chief of 
Dawson College, Paul Galla- 
gher, was allowed to vote on 
the resolution was reviewed in 
court. It was learned later in the 
hearing through Mr. Galla- 
gher’s testimony that he did not 
think he was a member of the 
Executive Committee of the 
Board of Governors so did not 
participate in the vote. Mr. Jack 
Duff, Chairman of the Board, 
later testified that he did not 
interfere with mr. Gallagher’s 
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voting privileges but also did 
not solicit his vote. 

O’Mahony testified further 
that if a permanent injunction 
is not granted, his reputation 
will be infringed upon and that 
he was directed by his employ- 
er, Media Advertising, to fight 
the trusteeship in court. He 
also mentioned that further 
consequences of trusteeship 
might be that evening students 
will not be mandated on various 
university committees. He also 
said that the ESA bank account 
was seized and that the Asso- 
ciation is presently not func- 
tioning. 

The university’s counsel, Al- 
ex Paterson, next questioned 
O’Mahony about the recent 
ESA election results. He, esta- 


- blished that 740 out of a pos- 


sible 9800 evening students 
had voted and that plaintiff 
George Proussaefs was elected 
President. Paterson also ques- 
tioned O’Mahony’s present sta- 
tus within the university. Appa- 
rently O'Mahony signed a uni- 
versity withdrawal form in No- 
vember, 1973, but mentioned 
that he was still enrolled in the 
university. He said that he 
received a rebate from the 
university for tuition fees but 
not for student fees or ESA 
dues. 

Paterson next raised the is- 
sues contained in the ESA 
petition and the affidavit signed 
by O’Mahony holding that the 
Executive meeting of the Board 
of Governors was improperly 
called and that they had acted 
on hearsay and allegations. 
Since O’Mahony was not a 
member of the Executive, his 
knowledge of whether the 
meeting was properly called 
was questioned. Paterson at- 
tempted to demonstrate that 
the Board’s resolution was not 
based on allegations and hear- 
Say, and presented numerous 
copies of the ESA organ “The 
Paper” and its reportage of the 
72-73 slections as_ exhibits. 
“The Paper’ described the 72/ 
73 elections as botched and the 
Chief-Returning-Officer Bob 
Lemoyne as incompetent. Pa- 
terson also referred to state- 
ments in The Paper’s issue of 
January 73 made by past ESA 
President Wayne Gray which 
quoted him saying that the 
Association was a valid case

Late last week, both the Sir George and 
Loyola campus received for distribution a 
newsprint publication called “Runamuck’”. 

Suggesting official approval by its self- 
description as “Loyola’s Humour Maga- 
zine’, the handout is, in my opinion, in 
exceedingly bad taste. There is nothing 
funny about jokes which slur racial origin.

Taken together, it is not so much the 
publication which offends me, but the proof 
that it carries with it of the attitudes of 
those responsible.

| do not suggest that the hand-out be 
forbidden from publication or campus-wide 
distribution. | do suggest that someone 
advise the ‘“Runamuck” editor that freedom 
does not mean license, and that there is 
enough racial strife, obscene language,

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for trusteeship. Paterson also 
produced exhibits in the form 
of complaints filed through the 
Dean of Students Office, six by 
Gray against Proussaefs and 
thirteen by Proussaefs against 
Gray. he also produced a mem- 
orandum issued by O’Mahony to 
the ESA Council in June 73 
which questioned the desirea- 
bility of keeping the Associa- 
tion in powér with “all the 
threats going on.” 

Proussaefs’ complaint regis- 
tered through the Dean of Stu- 
dents Office against the ESA 
for the charges brought against 
him, and O’Mahony’s charges 
against Proussaefs, were pro- 
duced as _ indicative of the 
ESA’s inner turmoil over this 
past year. 

O’Mahony was re-examined 
by the defense, Saul Handel- 
man. He testified that in rela- 
tion to the alleged bribing of a 
Computer Centre employee, no 
names had been released by 
the Board of Governors. 

Former ESA V.P. External 
Proussaefs was examined next 
by Irving Handelman. He testi- 
fied he was uninformed that the 
Board meeting on March 4th 
was about trusteeship. He fur- 
ther alleged that he was found 
innocent of all charges tabled 
against him leading to suspen- 
sion from the ESA Council for 
six months of his term of 
office. Proussaefs took the 
stand again later in the trial 
saying he wished to defend his 
reputation that he felt was 
questioned by court exhibits 
such as letters and newspaper 
articles referring to his charac- 
ter. Justice MacKay informed 
Proussaefs that his reputation 
was not being questioned in 
court. Proussaefs also said that 
trusteeship would have been 
justified at any time, but not 
ten days before the election. He 
further argued for the new 
council to be allowed to fulfill 
their mandate, under his presi- 
dency. 

Petitioner-plaintiff Jean- 
Pierre Olinick was examined by 
the ESA legal counsel. He test- 
ified that he was not notified of 
the Board of Governors’ meet- 
ing to decide on trusteeship 
until after it was imposed. 
Olinick was questioned next by 
Paterson about the amount of 
monies that are paid to the ESA 
council in honoraria. He testi-

fied that $9,000 in honoraria is 
paid, and that the President of 
the ESA has an expense account 
in the Facutly Club on which 
$600 has been charged. Olinick 
maintained though that the 
ESA has a cash surplus of 
$7,000 this year. 


Sorin Lupu, ESA Council 
Partial Representative was 
called to testify next. He 


claimed that the Association 
officials received $10,200 per 
annum in salaries, but that the 
ESA Council members were 
good managers. University De- 
fense Paterson revealed that, 
in fact, out of the $65,000 in 
funds received by the ESA from 
Evening Students, $11,600 are 
paid to Council members. 

Candace Bowen, Arts Repre- 
sentative and plaintiffs V.P. 
Internal John Mulvaney and 
Executive Secretary Pat King all 
took the stand respectively. 
Mulvaney testified that the rea- 
son he sent a letter to the Dean 
of Students Office withdrawing 
his name from the ESA petition 
was due to his ignorance of 
what the terms of the injunc- 
tion and affidavit meant and 
thus wished to dissociate him- 
self. Pat King testified to the 
effect that she signed the affi- 
davit on O’Mahony’s advice. 

John L. Porter, Director of 
the Computer Centre and ESA 
trustee, was examined by uni- 
versity counsel Paterson. He 
reported that he arranged for a 
meeting with ESA clubs to 
organize their financing. Porter 
also said that an audit of the 
audit of the ESA’s books was in 
process and that meetings with 
club presidents were scheduled 
for May of this year. 

The final stages of the hear- 
ing involved summations by 
both lawyers, Saul Handelman, 
the plaintiffs’ attorney, concen- 


~ trated his argument on the legal 


position that the Executive Co- 
mmittee of the Board of Gover- 
nors acted in a judicial or 
quasi- 

judicial manner when it placed 
the ESA under trusteeship. He 
thus held that the Board, acting 
in such a judicial role, was obli- 
gated to follow the principles of 
natural justice which would 
involve the necessity of a hear- 
ing with the eleven members of 
the ESA Council present.

had a responsibility to its stu- 
dents to act under democratic 
principles. Handelman conclu- 
ded his argument by saying 
that in most cases where an 
injunction applied for appears 
to be justified it is granted. 

The university's defense Alex 
Paterson’s summation and ar- 
gument involved demonstrating 
that the Executive Steering 
Committee was acting adminis- 
tratively rather than judicially 
when it imposed trusteeship 
upon the ESA. He referred to 
the super informing and re- 
forming power of the Board of 
Governors contained in the uni- 
versity’s By-laws as evidence of 
this administrative function of 
the Board. 

Paterson went on to demon- 
strate that the first allegation in 
the ESA petition, that the 
Board’s Executive meeting on 
March 4th was_ improperly 
called, was unfounded. He also 
stressed that member of the 
Board, Paul Gallagher, was not 
prevented from voting but that 
he misapprehended his status 
as a voting member. Paterson 
also argued that the ESA was 
given a hearing because Coun- 
cil President O’Mahony was 
invited to attend the Board’s 
Executive Steering Committee 
meeting on March 4th. He went 
on to say that trusteeship will 
not eliminate the ESA and that 
the resolution for trusteeship 
submits to the fullest that the 
trustees are to consult with 
evening students at Sir George 
to find out what is needed. 

Paterson concluded by say- 
ing that in Rector O’Brien’s 
opinion, the attempt of an ESA 
election candidate to fix the 
results through an employee of 
the Computer Centre could call 
into doubt the integrity of the 
Centre’s operation. Paterson 
when questioned as to how, 
with all the charges and coun- 
ter charges made by the ESA 
members against one another, 
a viable Association could re- 
sult from the newly-elected 
Council, concluded by saying 
that the trusteeship would be a 
cooling-off period for previous 
greivances. He also advised 
that the injunction application 
ought to be dismissed. 

Mr. Justice MacKay will 
make judgment after advisal 
and his announcement is ex- 
pected shortly.

For Giusti, it was his fifth 
appearance in the Series and 
his performance wrapped up 
the MVP title for the hard- 
throwing right-hander. The late 
Roberto Clemente shared the 
Most Valuable Player honours 
with his hurling team-mate as 
recognition for his fine five- 
game Set. 

Ciemente drove in seven runs 
for the Bucs to set anew Sports 
Illustrated Baseball Club re- 
cord, narrowly shading the six 
ribbies contributed by Don 
Buford a year ago. 

A dejected Cincinnati man- 
ager grimaced after the final 
out that his prediction before 
the series had been the Pirates 
in five but his clairvoyance was 
no consolation. “| was very 
displeased with the perfor- 
mance of Rose (Pete) and 
Morgan (Joe),” said Novak, “| 
think that might have been the 
difference.”
